(in Washington, D.C.) and 
he hit what I believe was 
No. 40 (actually No. 42) 
against my roommate Pete 
Burnside (a lefthanded 
pitcher),”’ said Zipfel 

“But he would not have 
gotten that one if I had 
caught a foul pop-up on the 
previous pitch. Our second 
baseman, Chuck Cottier, had 
called for the ball from 
behind me, but I got my 
glove on it’ and dropped it. 
Maris hit the next pitch to 
dead right field 

Had Zipfel caught the pop 
fly, one can only surmise if 
Maris would have finished 
with 60 homers instead of 61, 
but Zipfel is quick to note 
that the Yankees slugger 
had a lineup that lent to 
Babe Ruth’s record being 
broken. 

“Maris had (Mickey) 
Mantle and (Bill ‘‘Moose’’) 
Skowron behind him in the 
batting order,”’ said Zipfel 

“He (Maris) also was a 
pull hitter, and the wall 
wasn’t that deep down the 
right field line in Yankee 
Stadium. He also was strong 
like McGwire.’ 

Can McGwire break the 
record? 

“T think he can,”’ said 
Zipfel. ‘‘He’s been 
unbelievable and is a perfect 
person to do it because he 
represents baseball so well 

‘The pressure on him 
should be a little different in 
St. Louis than it was on 
Maris in New York."’ 

Originally signed by the 
Yankees, Zipfel spent five 
years in that organization 
before expansion and the 
selection of the Senators 
sent him to Washington in 
‘61. 

Among Zipfel’s teammates 
in the Yankees system was 
pitcher Hal Reniff, who 
roome¢ with Maris on the 
road i.. the major leagues 

“Hal told me thes pleasure. 
6a, Maris was incredible,” 
sAid Zipfel while recalling 
how Reniff often had to 
serve as a personal escort in 
New York or on the road.
